The UK’s largest-ever heist went dow^ over 
Easter. 100 takes a look at this intrigOjng tale. 


D uring the Easter 
bank holiday 
weekend, £200m 
of cash and gems was lifted 
from a secure vault in 
London^s Hatton Garden 
jewel district. 

Like the plot from a 
Hollywood film, the thieves 
made off with their haul 
leaving little trace, other 
than a safe full of empty 
deposit boxes and a massive 
hole where they^ entered. 

Now, police have the task 
of reeling in the robbers. 
Security expert Matt 
Johnson - who has over two 
decades of experience in 
the Met Police - talks us 
through how the 
investigators will track 
down the daring gang... 


After abseiling down the 
lift shaft, they smash 
through a wall. 
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The aftermath 


There was no sign of a forced 
entry to the premises. It was 
reported the burglars had 
entered through a lift shaft, then 
smashed through the wall. 

A security alarm was triggered, 
but not investigated 


“The first thing you do is obtain 
a list of all the companies who’ve 
been in that vault or lift shaft,” 
begins Matt Johnson. “You’d 
need to have been inside the 
building to scope it out. And with 
a high-security vault like this, 
you’d definitely be on file. 

“I’d also be looking at 
whether some contact from the 
thieves was made over the alarm. 
Did the gang make a call, 
pretending to be security and 
saying it was an accidental 
alarm? Or did they know they 
might set off an alarm, so they 
tripped it a few times on 
preceding days to make it look 
like a fault? That way, the cops 
and security get complacent.” 


The CCTVj 


CCTV footage of the gang - 
rumoured to include six men - 
^ emerges. They’re decked out in 
^ dust masks and helmets. It’s 
released to a national 
newspape 


“Any fool knows the whole of 
central London is covered by 
CCTV, let alone a high-end vault. 
They’d have factored that in and 
would alter their appearance 
- that’s if they weren’t wearing 
Latex masks, anyway. As a 
detective, you’re hoping to spot 
tattoos or scarring. However, 
from the little CCTV I’ve seen, 
they’re well covered up. 

“You also need to look at 
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historical CCTV, not just footage 
from the day. The thieves will 
have been outside and inside 
that building, especially the 
vault, to study the Job. That 
might go back years, but they’ll 
have been caught on CCTV at 
some point. 

“It could also be that police 
are releasing these 'We’ve 
almost got them!’ stories to 
smoke the gang out into the 
open, or panic them into making 
a mistake.” 

The equipment ^ ■ 


The two-metre thick vault walls 
^ were penetrated using a Hilti 
DD350 industrial power drills .. 
TTunnels were dug to link the lift 
shaft and the vault, and wheelie 
bins were used to take tools in ; I 
and bring the loot out. rlJ 


Ll'The wheelie bins were a perfect 
Hoil as you can get loads in them: 


Once inside the vault, they 
rifle through safety deposit 
boxes and flee with the loot. 


they’re on wheels, and they 
never arouse suspicion. The 
tunnelling will offer most clues, 
as that’s a highly-skilled task. 
There aren’t many people - let 
alone criminals - who can dig a 
proper, secure tunnel. They’ll 
have had to use industrial 
machines, and that will have left 
telltale signs. You can then 
investigate where one of those 
machines has been recently 
stolen or bought from. 

“You can’t Just turn up with 
explosives to blow each safe 
open, as it would cause noise and 
also damage any paper cash that 
was inside. At some point in the 
past, someone has been inside 
that building to scout the 
opportunity - and that will give 
you a list of suspects.”

professional gang wouldn’t be 
that daft, but ego takes over. The 
issue comes with them suddenly 
disappearing. Which crooks have 
left the country in a hurry, or 
changed their habits? 

“If they’re career criminals. 
Flying Squad will have a profile 
on them already. They will be 
looking at who was available and 
had the capacity to pull off such a 
Job. If they are foreign nationals, 
it becomes much more difficult. 

“There is a mastermind 
behind it all, but they could have 
brought in military personnel or 
mercenaries with 
no previous police 
record. They’d be 
strong, skilled 
and disciplined - 
and that will be 
one line of 
enquiry. 

“The Brink’s- 
Mat robbery at 
Heathrow started 
going tits-up 
when the gang 
began double- 
crossing each 
other. A break 
often comes from 
mistakes.” 

The loot, 


Jhe haul was £200m, including - 
cash,'gems and diamonds. 


“Your best point of catching 
them is tracing how they use the 
loot. A lot of what was stolen 
also wasn’t cash. They’ll have to 
have a system for fencing that, 
which involves more people and 
more risks. 

“There is also only a small 
percentage of people who can 
buy these goods. The police will 
have a hitlist, and if they get one 
link, you can reel it all in. 

“It’s also harder to launder 
money. You can’t just buy a 
house or car for cash without 
arousing suspicion, or take 
millions into a bank. They’ll look 
to bury it with a South American 
or Middle Eastern bank with 
zero money laundering steps. 

“Changes in bank account 
activity, money laundering 
precautions and divided loyalties 
may well result in someone 
making a mistake or tipping off 
the cops.”
